One number more will complete the £4th vol- 
ume of the Kentucky Gazette, and, it is hoped, 
the editorial career of the undersigned, who has 
conducted it for the last four and a half years, un- 
der great difficulties, personal, as well as pecu- 
niary. 

He has most faithfully, as he believes, to the 
best of his ability, discharged his duties to his sub. 
•cribers; but ho is sorry to be compelled to say, that 
many of them have failed in a reciprocation. He 
has been compelled to borrow change for market, 
and to pay the current expenses of the paper, 
whilst many of his patrons, {so called) who are 
rolling in wealth, are indebted to him in sums of 
from three and a half to twenty three dollars 
each. 

It was well known, that when the present editor 
purchased the Gazette, ho had no funds, either to 
pay for if, or to carry it on, but from receipts from 
its patrons. It is true he did obtain a discount 
from a bank in Lexington, of between four and, 
five hundred dollars; but every cent of that accom-j 
modation has been withdrawn. 

Under these embarrassing circumstances, he 
would ask whether those who have taken the pa- 
per from the I9lh of April, 1633, to the present 
date, without paying one cent therefor, {rich mrn| 
too,) can think ot these things without having a 
twinge of consionce? 

To many of the democratic party in Fayette 
and the neighboring counties, the editor must be 
permitted to say, that their faith is not shewn by 
their works. — There arc at least 300 gentlemen 
belonging to that party in Fayette county, entirely 
able, and who do not hesitate, at elections, to ex- 
pend more motioy than would pay for a paper, who 

do not take one? and in the neighboring coun- 
ties it is believed at least two thousand. An ac- 
cession of such a list, with the advance payment, 
would inspire the editor with new energy and the 
popularity of the cause, we should hopo, would in- 
crease in the same ratio. 

It is known that there are seventeen Whig pa- 
pers in Kentucky, wheroa* there are but four 
Democratic. The Whig editors boast of being 
well sustained, whilst the Democrats admit Iheii 
struggling condition. It is known that the numer- 
ical strength of the two parties is nearly equal — 
hence to the Whigs must be allowed a pecuniary 
liberality, which does not attach to the democracy?
